Page eight (15) , CHARACTERIZING ORGANIZATIONS . Instruction 
contained under this heading is correct in that organizations 
should be characterized where cited by the Attorney General but 
should be broadened to include citations by duly constituted 
legislative subversive investigative committees such as the 
House Coimnit tee on Un-American Activities, the California 
Committee on Un-American Activities and the Massachusetts House

It is believed that such a planned training program as 
4s in use at Cleveland, if a similar program is not already in 
operation, would be beneficial if placed in operation in offices having 
large security squads and a considerable amount of security work.

BACKGROUND : 

Each office is reauired to submit a quarterly 
Status letter in connection' with the project of preparing 
summary reports reflecting the progress naae m submission 
of summary revorts on all Security Index subjects who are 
not employed 'in vital facilities or are not Key j^igures. 
Summary reports on vital facility employees ^^^be 
submitted at the time the regularly scheauled six-nonth 
report is due in each case. Summaries on Key Figures are 
being deferred until after summaries are preparea on all 
other Security Index subjects. 

There are 14,606 non-vital facility and non-Key 
figure cases in which summary reports have bsen scheduled 
for preparation. The Field has reported vhat as of _ 
April li 1952, 1,196 summaries had been submitted. This 
is approximately 6,2% of the reports in such cases. 

Four of the offices having a small number of 
Security Index subjects have completed the project. The 
maj'ority of the offices anticipate completion of the 
project by the end of 1952 or the fore pert of 1953, The 
date of completion in each office v^ill, of course, depena 
upon the manpower made available to the project. 

Attached for your information is a breakdown of 
the status of the project in each office. 

We are following those offices who are not making 
satisfactory progress in this matter on an individual office 
basis.

Suggestion No, 209-52 subrpAtted by Special Agent 
J presently assigned tc the Newark 
Office has been considered at the request of the Trainir.g 
and Inspection Division. The adoption of the suggestion 
would change Torn which is used in security work. 

This form is used in field offices to handle the veri- 
fication of the residence address and employment of each 
Security Index subject. This is done at least once each 
six months. 

Tou will note that Form. FD-154 (attached) has 
two parts. The upper part is filled in prior to sending the 
form to the Agent who is to verify the residence address and 
employment. The lower part is filled in by the Agent after 
the verifications have been -made. The suggested change in 
the form would provide for information in both the upper and 
lower parts of the form to show from v;hom the residence 
address and employment loas verified and whether at a sub- 
sequent six-mo'nth verification the individual should or should 
not be recontacted. It would also provide the nature of the 
pretext used, if any. 

RECOl'MENDA TION: 

Although the suggssted form has merit it ic believed 
that the dicadvanvcgss outivcigh the advantages. It is, therefor^, 
recommended that Form FD-154 noT, be changed as suggested for 
the following reasons: 

1. It appears that rather than simplifying relatively 
*" simple verification checkc the adopticr. of the cur rooted 
change would make the residence and em.pl oyv.'.ont veri- 
fications more complica'^ed. If the sugga^zcd c:ian<jO to 
the upper portion 'of the form were adopted it would be

necessary, in ti-c,, for the Agent conducting the 
- verification to revi'^-J all previous Forvis FV-io^^ 
when the lest form indicated that a recontact was 
not recoTTMended, Such a procedure would require 
more time to handle than is warranted in the average 
verification operation^ 

2 If -the suggestion is adopted as a practical matter 
"'we would be instructing, if the original contact for 
verification was favorable, that the same individual 
or pretext be used each time the six month veri- 
fication was vjJde, Even if not considered as an 
instruction, the tendency v:ould be to rease the 
contact each tine rather than using initiative to vary 
the means of verification. The use of the same^ contact 
time and again in many instances might not be aesirabie 
as the interest in the subject would become too 
apparent to the individual contacted* 

As the form is presently used various methods and 
approaches are used to verify the residence and ^ 
employment which is a desirable procedure. It is 
obvious that when pretexts are used to make the 
verification under the present form that the type of 
pretext will vary when different Agents Tnake the 
verifications,

The general trend in the number of pending active 
matters in classification 100 at Nem York has been upward. 
Since October 31j IdSly the number of pending active matters 
in this classification has been increased from 6^298. to 
7,882 y a net increase of 1^584 matters^ It will be noted 
that in this classification 4,505 of 7,882 matters are 
unassigned^ 

In this connection a survey was recently conducted 
at New York by Bureau representatives and an examination was 
made of 1,000 of New York's pending active i^nassigned security 
cases to determine whether there is sufficient substance to 
the allegations or existing information to indicate that 
these cases should be investigated. It was ascertained from 
the survey that approxi^.iately 25% of the 1,000 cases examined 
could be closed with a vinimum of effort on the part of the 
New York Office provided the check of file references failed 
to reveal subversive data bringing such cases within the 
Bureau's current standards for instituting security 
investigations. 

A memorandum covering the results of the survey has 
been submitted and New York has been instructed regarding the 
handling of the cases r.entioncd above. In addition. New York 
was instructed to reuieii the remainder of their pe^.ding 
active unassigned cases with a view to clooing administratively 
those cases which do not fall within the Bureau's standards.

These instructions 
apply to thorje securl ty-t^^pe investigations initiated solely for 
the purpose of determinins%rhether the activities of the subjects 
warrant their inclusion in the Security Index and do not encompass 
those investigations involvine espionase* foreign intellieence, et 
cetera. 

Because of tha manner in v;hich the Communist Party and other 
revolutionary or'^anizations function and because of the great scope 
and variety of their activities it is not possible to formulate hard- , 
and-fast standards by v/hich the dangerousness of individual members 
or affiliates may be automatically measured. Sound judgment and .. 
discretion m.ust be apTDllcd in evaluating the importance and danser- 
ousness of .individual members and affiliates of those groups. 

In certain cases Bureau authority is necessary under exist- 
ing instructions before security-inatter investigations may be ini- 
tiated. However, as a matter of general policy security -matter cases ^ 
shall be ooened and a thorough investigation conducted of any in- 
dividual who comes within one or more of the follovrir^q categories: 

1, Membership in Basic Revolutionary Organir.ations Subsequent 
to January 1, 19^9. 

Any individual reported as having been a member 
of the Communist Party, Socialist workers Party, independent 
Socialist League, Revolutionary v/orkers League, • Proletarian 
Party of America or other basic Marxist rc-.^olutionary orgaa- 
issations or splinter groups or the Nationalist Party of 
Puerto Rico, on or after January 1, 19^9. 

2« Espousing Line of Revolutionary Movements 

Any Individual who since the outbreak of hostil*- 
Ities in Korea (June 25> 1950) continued to espouse the 
line of one or more of the above-mentioned revolutionary 
organizations or related groups thereby defining his or 
her adherence to policies opposed to the best, interests of 
the United States. 

The espousal mentioned above encompasses a wide 
variety and range of activities and as mentioned previously

It is not possible to formulate any hard-and-fast standards 
to cover all cases falling in this category ':hat warrant 

investigation. Membership in one or more of the basic - 

revolutionary organisations is not a prerequisite to the 
Institution of an investigation of an individual within this 
category. 

In connection with espousal expressed by member- 
ship and active participation in subversive front groups 
(whether or not cited by the Attorney General) the nature 
and type of the front organisation as well as the extent of 
the individual's activities on behalf of the front organi- 
zation or in support of the Coi:imunist Party, must be e- 
valuated in each case. Investigation should be opened in 
every instance vrhen the derogatory inforr.ation available in- 
dicates the subject is actively engaged in the affairs of 
a subversive front organization in^a leadership capacity 
or by active participation in the furtherance of the aims 
and purposes of the front organization. 

When there is an allegation of mere membership 
alone in a front organization and there is no supporting 
Information to indicate active participation or leadership 
In the group, investigation should not be instituted unless 
information is available indicating past membership at 
any time in a basic revolutionary organization or sufficient 
other derogatory inform.ation is known. 

Of course, in determining whether an investigation 
should be conducted vjhen an allegation of membership in a 
front organization is received you should be guided also by 
the nature and activities in behalf of the Communist Party 
of the particular front group throughout the country or in 
a certain area. For example, members of the Labor Youth 
League should be investigated because of the organization's 
close affiliation with the Communist Party in carrying 
out the dictates of the Party. On the other hand, an al- 
legation of routine membership in the International Workers 
Order alone does not warrant the institution of an investi- 
gation, while leadership or active participation in carrying • 
out the subversive aims and purposes of the International 
Workers Order does warrant investigation ^ 
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3. Special Training In a Subversive Movement 

Any individual v;ho har? received training in the 

Lenin School or hac received training in a subversive 
movement abroad. 

Any individual who has received at any time leader- 
ship training in one of the basic revolutionary organi- 
zations mentioned above. 

4. Military Service 

Any individual v;ho served v;ith the Abraham 
Lincoln Brigade ♦ Membership in one of the basic revolution- 
ary orsanizatlcns is not a prerequisite to initiating in- 
vestigations of individuals in this category • 

Any individual vjho has been alleged to have been 
a member of one of the basic revolutionary groups at any 
time and has served in the Office of Strategic Services or 
has served in the military forces of any country including 
the United States Armed Forces. 

5* Emploi^nent in Vital Facilities 

Any individual employed in or having access to a 
vital facility v7ho is alleged to have been at any time in 
the past a member of any of the basic revolutionary organi- 
zations or against vrhom sufficient other subversive infor- 
mation is knovm which warrants investio:ation. 

6t Other Individuals with Revolutionary Beliefs 

Individuals who, because of anarchist or rev- 
olutionary beliefs, are likely to seize upon the op- 
portunity presented by a national emergency to endanger 
the public safety and welfare. The individuals in this 
category should be Investigated where sound Judgment and 
discretion dictate. Mcinbership or affiliation in basic 
revolutionary or front groups is not a prerequisite to 
initiating investigations of Individuals in this category. 
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As you have been Instructed previously, complaints alleging 
subversive activities of individuals which are received from anonymous 
sources should not be disregarded. If -^^^^^^^^^J^.^"-:; JS^Pij^i^el-^es 
within existing'' standards for opening cases for i^^^^^tijation, such 
investigation should be conducted Just as it would be it the identity 
of the source v;ere known. 

In this same connection, cases should not be opened for 
investigation based en ncnspecific or vague allegations which do no\, 
come within the e::isting standards in this matter, r 

In order that v:e can direct our investigative efforts and 
resources to the fullest meaoure on important and necessary matters 
in accordance v.'ith existing Bureau s-can-^.ards for opening mvesti- 
gations and ur.on sound .judgment and discrerion, you are inscructed to 
i?.nediately undertake a revieu of the pending active security-matter 
cases in your office and you should be guided by the following in- 
structions: 

All pending active assigned security -matter cases 
■ should be reviewed carefully by the Agents to whom they 
are assigned ar.d if any of the cases examined are noo 
within the standards reeulring investigation such cases 
• should be brought to the attention of the office super- 
visor in order that they can be closed administratively 
' or by a letter or report. 

A project should be instituted to review all pending 
active unassigned security-matter cases to close admin- 
istratively, or by appropriate notic- to the Bureau, those 
which do not fall v;l-hin the Bureau's standards for opening 
security -matter cases. 

In addition, during the examining of case files under 
the preceding two paragraphs to determine v/hether there 
Is sound basis for conducting an investigation, an exami- 
nation should be made of all outstanding leads for aux- 
iliary offices to be certain that auxiliai-/ offices -are 
not being rGcuc-stcd to conduct un-.;arrantod and needless . 
Investin-Ptions. If thM- cxr.mi nation and re -evaluation of 
outstanding leads indicates that requested investigations 
of auxiliary offices are not essential in the matter you 
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should immediately advise the auxiliair office to disregard 
your request. 

In connection with the foregoing instructions regarding 
cases that should be closed because there is no sound basia for the 
Investigation under current Bureau standards, it is realized that 
there may be cases which do not come within the standards but which 
good Judgment dictates should be investigated. If you have any 
question in any individual case of this nature you should communicate 
with the Bureau for guidance and instructions.

SUBJECT: FI-.LL DELIUQUENCY IN SECURITY/ 

- - - INVESTIGATIONS - - ~"~r-:::-:'- - .1 

At the recent conference of Special Agents in Chdrjae, 
Assistant Snecial Agents in Charge, and field Suoervisors ^' 
held at the Bureau on June 26 and 27, 1962, concerning 
problems in security investigations, considerable stress was 
given to the Question of the field's delinquency in this type 
of work, 

In this regard, it will be recalled that as early 
as March of 1^51, the Domestic Intelligence Division 
recognised the rising delinquency in security work in the 
field and noted the large backlog o " v^ork that exioted in 
this type of investigation. By SAC Letter dated March SI, 
1951, this problem was vointed out and instructions were 
issued for each office to review the delincuency situation 
and to place into effect a program which w'culd brina about 
a reduction of the percentage of delinquency, Therea'''ter, 
this program was closely follow'ed herect the Seat of Govern- 
ment and again in December 1951 an analysis of 'the overfall 
Situation was made. The results of this ar.alysis indicated 
that the bulk of our security work was concentrated in twelve 
of the Bureau' s larger field offices and the oreoonderance o^ 
delinquency was also in these offices* " * ^ 

On December 17, 1951, a letter was di rected to these 
offices again instructing them to analyse the problems in 
their offices and to make concrete plans and take D:)sitive 
steps to bring about o. reduction in the del inouen-i'fj and back- 
•Zop of work in security-type cases* 

On March 15, 1952, an SAC Letter was aonin directed 
to the field pointing out the absolute necessity for reducing 
the backlog in delinquency. This same letter aave specific 
instructions as a guide to all offices to bring their security 
work into line. 

Since that time, the monthly admini strc-f-ive reports 
have been carefullv svudied and letters of encnuracfr.er.t have 
been directed to znose offices which showed progress in reducing 
the delinquency. At the same time, as to those of fices where no 
progress was being ~ade or there was a retrc nrcss'ion , their 
deficiencies were force.pJ.lly pointed out to them.

ACTION : 

The conference was advised that the Bureau has 
given this matter most careful concidercti on and is 
continually examining its programs to elirzinate items which 
are not essential j even though they may be desirable . 
For example J we have declared a moratorium on re-contacts 
in the American Legion Program and have reduced the 
contacts necessary in rural posts to either the Adjutant 
or the Post Commander^ instead of both^ he have declared 
a moratorium, on the re -ccnzact of planv inforrxants for the 
sane reason^ naw^ely^ to cut down the amounv of work in the 
field to enable the Agents to apply themselves to security 
cases% 

The Bureau sponsored S-2077 for the express 
purpose of relieving the Bureau of applicanv investigations 
in order that we might devote ourselves to the heavy 
responsibilities we have in the security field m The IIC 
sponsored ah internal security report which accelerated our 
security program and resulted in larger appropriations 
for the Bureau and^ of course, additi onal personnel* The 
pressing need for additional personnel^ parti cularly 
in the Washington Field Office and the New York Office has 
been recogni sed by the Bureau and additional personnel 
has been assigned to those office Sm 

We have instructed the field to analyse carefully 
the opening of cases to insure that cases are not being 
opened where the infor-i.ation does not warrant xnvesti gati on. 
In the New York Office ^ in order to assist in clearing up 
the delinquency and backlog^ we conducted a survey of sow,e 
IjOOO cases and the New York Office is presently analysing 
all remaining cases for the purpose of eliminating those 
cases which either do not warrant investigation or can be 
closed with a minimum of effort. further permitted the 

New York Office to submit investigative reports in certain 
instances in order to place subjects on the Security Index, 
rather than insi sting that summary reports be prepared 
at this time in those cases^ with the understaridir.g that 
summMry reports would be submitted later. 

Ve will continue to analuse carefully all of our 
llpro gravis and techniques with a view to eliminating, wherever 

^po ssihle J pro cedii^es or proqrcjns which are net absolutely 
essenti al in order that we can direct our efforts to the 
handling of the heavy bacrclog and dc liaqucr^cy in jihe security 
field.

It hao been noted that in certain instances there have 
been delayi by auxiliary offices in verifying information thao a 
SecSr??y lSd:4 subject has changed residence and ^'-^ resxdinj wxtn- 
In the tGr^^-i tor^-- covered by the auxiliary oiiice. Until .-ne ve. 
i?ica?ion 0? ?he new address is made by the auxiliary office, "che 
office of ori'.in cannot forward the Security Inaex caras and 
pertinent ?nfornation with Form FD-128 to change the office of 
oricrin and the Securiuy Index cards are not maincaineci in the oi - 
fice within whose territory the subject presently resides, 

vmenever an auxiliary office receives a request to verify 
an address df a Security Index subject who is reported to oe re- 
sidins within its jurisdiction, the request shall be assigned 
iimnediafelv ard the matter shall receive expeditious actenuicn. ine 
results of "the investigative efforts to verify the new address ^of 
the Security index subject must be transmitted zo the office oi 
orir-'in within two wceirs of the receipt of the request. Uhen une 
office of ori.'sin receives a verification of a new address for a 
Security Index subject. Form FD-128 should be prepared without 
delay in order to advise the Bureau and to transmit the Security 
Index cards and other pertinent information to the nevr office of 
origin, 

SECURITY-TYFE CASES TRANSFERRED TO A 
NEWOPPICB^ OP, ORIGIN BY FORM FD-123 

V/hen a security-type case is transferred to a new office 
of origin by the use of Form PD-128, the new office of origin 
should review the pertinent material forwarded with the Form and 
any per-tinent information in the files of the new office of 
origin and a determination should be made as to whether additional 
investigation is v;arranted at the time in that office. If so, 
the case should be maintained in a pending status and placed in 
line for investigation. 



/ 
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If a determination Is made that no additional Investiga- 
tion or other action Is warranted at the time in the new office of 
origin, the Bureau should be advised by memorandum that no further 
--Investigation or other action is v/arrantod and that the matter is 
being placed in a closed status. The memorandum should be submit- 
ted to the Bureau v;hether or not the name of the subject of the 
Investigation is in the Security Index. If the subject's name is 
carried in the Security- Index and the old office of origin has 
not brought the case up to date with a summary report but has 
Indicated on the Form FD-128 that a summary report will be prepared 
the nevr office of origin must in any event maintain the case in 
a pending status to follow the old office of origin to see that the 
summary report is prepared. Upon receipt of the summary report 
from the old office of origin, if no additional investigation is 
contemplated, th:^ new office of origin should then advise the 
Bureau the case is being closed administratively in its office. 

Of course, cases of subjects vrho are Key Figures or Top 
Functionaries should never be placed in a closed status in accord- 
ance with exlstin,g instructions. Cases of Security Index subjects 
employed in Key Facilities in the new office of origin should 
never be placed in a closed status in accordance with instructions 
set out hereinafter, 

UNNECESSARY LEADS IN SECURITY MATTER CASES 

It is called to your attention that In many cases leads 
are being set out requiring auxiliary offices to perform investi- 
gations unnecessarily. The needless leads have been noted partic- 
ularly In security matter cases In v/hich the primary purpose of 
the Investigation is to develop sufficient derogatory^ data to 
warrant the subject's name being included in the Security Index. 
We must not lose sight of our objectives in that type of investi- 
gation and each Bureau official or Supervisor initialing outgoing 
correspondence or reports requiring investigation by an auxiliary 
office should review the leads to be certain that they are Justi- 
fied in line vflth the objective. 

It is highly important that this ohase of our work be 
closely supervised and that all Agents vrorldng on security-type 
cases be familiar with the objectives of the investigation. 
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Before an auxiliary office is requested to conduct an 
investigation in a case, the office of origin should be certain 
that every effort has been made to obtain the desired information 

--in the office of origin. It has -been noted that in ir;any instances 

it would have been unnecessary to request investigation in an aux- 
iliary office if the office of orisin had used ingenuity to obtain 
the desired Information by its cvm investigative efforts. 

Examples of unnecessary leads being directed to aux- 
iliary offices in security matter cases are set out as follows: 

Unnecessary investigations flov.'ing from mail covers or toll 
calls. 

Unnecessary verification of birth records and other vital 
statistics in cases in which no doubt or suspicion as to the 
truthfulness of the statistics at hand has been raised dur- 
ing the investigation. 

Unnecessary verification of previous employment not pertinent 
to the period of the subject's Communist activity. 

Unnecessary accumulative investigation v;hen the objective of 
placin3 the subject's name in the Security Index has already 
■ . been reached. 

Unnecessary requests by the office of origin to check the 
reputation of a subject's relatives. Many times an indices 
check by the auxiliary office vjould be sufficient. In many 
instances even the indices check appears unnecessary. 

It is not the put pose of these instructions to curtail 
in any vray the office of origin in requesting investigations by 
axixiliary offices \ihen there is a definite reason to conduct the 
investigations either to re-.ch the objectives of the investigations 
or to obtain data necessary under Bureau instructions, 

DOCUMENTATION IN REPORTS AND USE OP 
THUI'BNAIL SKETCH PILES 

It has come to the Bureau's attention that there is a 
possible misunderstanding in the field in regard to the extent of 
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documentation necessary regardlns the associates of the subject 
of an invectl-ation and a- to the types cf Gocurity investicationn 
In which cor.rloto docur'c-ntaticn of ini'^oru-.aticn Lz noc9sr:ary. 

Your attention is directed to Mo Number SAC Letter I, 
dated March l4, 1952, v<hich furnished detailed instructions in 
regard to docur.entation in suinr.ary and investi/cative reports. As 
pointed av.t in that SAC Letter, it ^.^111 not be necessary to con- 
duct extensive file revievrs to document fully inforr.aDion^ appearing 
in these reoorts concernin:^ persons vrho have a'3S0''iated vrlth the 
subi'ects other than to identify the source of the information as 
you' have in the cac'c. If it is felt desirable to include in a re- 
port the identities of individuals vrho are kncv;n Ccmnunists and 
have been associates of the subject to lend weight to the evidence 
of the subject's potential dan^erourness , the source of the in- 
forr;.ation ref lectin- zhe associate to be a Ccr.ir.unist should be 
Identified, but it is not necessary to document such information 
further by conductinr^ file reviev:s to determine the identity of 
the Agent receivin- the information or. the location of the orisinal 
source in the files. 

In most cases the desired information to identify as- 
sociates or organizational affiliations of the subject can be 
readily obtained from case files in the office. In a very limited 
number of instances it nay be necessary for you to secure a thumb- 
nail sketch or characterir:ation of an individual or an organiza- 
tion from another field office or the Bureau. Your attention is 
called to the fact that whenever a thumbnail sicetch or character- 
ization of an individual or an organization is received in your 
office the information should be placed in thumbnail sketch files 
in order that it will bo available to and can be readily located 
by an Agent in the office needing the characterizations. By proper 
administrative handling of characterization material and by ac- 
quainting Agents with the location of such material, repeated 
requests emanating from the same field division for characteriza- 
tion material on the same individual or organization will be elim- 
inated inasmuch as an Agent will be able to find the desired 
material in his ovm office. 

Instructions rcTarding documentation of information in 
reports appliec cnly to reports v;rii;ten on individuals and then 
only in tliose instances v/iien (i) the investigating Agent has reason 
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•security Inde:: and -one repor;,. .summary or, inye-tx^ai;!.^, - t>-_ o 

ins the case up to date.

As stated 
therein i? not possible to specify a maximvan or minimum number

available for Inclusion in the report . It. --^X P?,i"J^?,2^^^^eSch

The Bureau believes that if evidence or intelligence 
information is of sufficient importance to be specifically set 
forth in summary reports we must be able to locaue and proauce 
such evidence should the necessity ariiie. Therefore, wnen sucn 
information is specifically set forth in reports i. must be fully^ 
documented. Of course, it will not be iiscessary to document infor- 
mation aDDearins in general statements s 2ch as the example set. 
forth on* page 17 of No Number SAC Letter I. 

It is not practical to specify a date prior to which it 
will not be necessary to reoort specificaliV items of information. 
It should be borne in mind that certain activities of one suoject 
m the early lQ40's or orior thereto may be of particular signli- 
icance in presenting a clear picture of -his ijnportance to a suo- 
versive movement while activities of another ,'jubject at that time 
tnav be of such relative unimportance , as to add little or nothing to 
the ;"eight of our case against him. Each summarry report must be 
prepared in light of the ev'.dence we have on thcs particular subject 
in question and independent of other cases. 

This letter and the instructions contained In pages 15 
through 17 of No Number SAC Letter I, dated March" 14, 1952, should 

be brought to the attention of all Agents engaged in security xn- 
vestigationc to bo certain chat they are familiar vrivh the instruc- 
tions and observations set forth.

SUGGESTION: (Cont'd) 

As set out in no number SAC Letter I, dated March Ik* 
1952 the expressed puroose requiring submission of sxrrcnary 
report" is that at the time of apprehension of Security Index 
subjects, each Office will be responsible for Pl-cin^; in the 
hands of the axiprocriate United States Attorney suixicient 
evidence and inteliirrence infcrr.aticn -.-rhich wil]. enable them 
to present the case of each subject apprenended zo zho proper 
legal body for ju3;:if icai;icn of the apprehension and contmuea 
detention of the subject during the emergency. 

It is felt that the resconsibilities of the Bureau, and 
of each field office, at such time of apprehension will be 
adequately met by adoption of the following procedures: 

At the tixme of the ^reparation of a current investip-at ive 
report, a seoarate letter to zhe Bureau should be prepared set- 
tinc; forth in synocsized form all information wnich v/ould 
ordinarily be set forth in the sui:-r.ary report under zne caption 
"Communist Party Membership". Inis information shoula be seo 
out in th« form of the nresent instructions for document aiding 
informants on the administrative pages of a summary report with 
a slightly broader scope given to the description 01 tne evidence 
under^the column "Description and/or Date of activity , for 
example : 

Identity of Description and/or Date A'tent to Pile Number 

Source Date of Activity Received J^nom Where

Where com.plete documentation of sources are not avail- 
able, existing instructions for obtaining the same should be 
followed and an amended iei-ter submitted upon receipt of complete 
documentation of all such sources.

The same procedure should be followed in subr.it ting 
Form FD-128 by prep':^.rinr a separate letter as previously 
described, a copy of vjhich would be furnished to the new office 
of ori.rrin. 

.^t zci(^ ti.^e e^cn. new Investif^at ive report is submitted 
subsequent to the submission of the initial letter of 
documentation of sources of membership, such additional evidence

initial or previous letter in the form of a com.plete new letter, 
thuo making available for r*eady reference a complete liscing of 
infor- ation .:Lt:i orizinul sources which would place the subject 
in particular ::ul:v6rsivo organization. 

In those ins tanc^s ■•.Txere no additional evidence of 
me::/Der3r:ip bt^en devclcpsd, subsequent to the subm.ission of 

tne initial letter of cLccument ation of sources or membership, 
*a notation to ::hat effect may be placed on the administrative 
page of the invc s l:i^;aiive ri vorT;. 

The use of a letter rather than a nemorand^om for the 
file is exprMirly ur fed in order that the Bureau may net only 
follow the opeciric case more closely, but may. also request that 
documentation! of sources be extended to include e^'^idence of 
affiliation >itn front orgai^^izations , etc., v;nere evidence of . 
membership in the particvilar subversive organization may be 
limxited. The use of the aforegoing procedures could be extended 
to encom-pass all types of security cases, including category 5 
described in no number SAC Letter I, by continued following of 
existing policies for tne preparation of reports in security- 
type cases plus the adoption of the ai*oregoing swgreszion, and 
the Bureau would be able to meet any emergency sJtuation neces- 
sitating the furnishing of documented evidence of meiabership in 
any particular subversive organization.

ADVANTAGES ARE: 

The aforesoint- suneestion will brin^r about the fol- 
-lowing savings: 

It is felt that adoption of the aforefoinr- procedures 
would eliminate the tremendous amount of >^gent time consumed 
in prep.^ration and documentation of summary reports, ^as well 
that time spent in locating complete documen:;ation oi source: 
for info-^mation rel^.ting to background, associates^and ^ ai . il^a.xon 
with front organizations, not only by the office o^ orisin, bu. 
b-T "^vr/^X^ o"-"icp:j v,-hica ax'e being requested -jc lurr.isa suci^ 
dicimentatiin of sources. It is firmly believed that the adoption 
of these su?^esoions will not only enable the Bureau to sai^is- 
factorily meet its obligations for presentation o.c evi.aence ax; 
the time of aoorshension and crial of 5ecurl-.y Index sudj-cc-c, 
but will also' enable tne Bureau to be in a m.ore lavoraole^ ^ ^ 
position to fulfill its responsibilities In tne security .leiu 
by addin,- to the Security Index those subjects wnose cases are 
now beinc held by loss of available Agent tLme being consumed 
in the present mode of handling security cases.
